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CHRISTIAN HEROISM. 

It does not suggest any degree of Chris- 
tian heroism or zeal on the part of him 
who says of any questionable or evidently 
sinful practice, “Oh, well, it always has 
been and always will be, so I don't 
intend wasting any time in opposing it.” 
It is sublime to combat that which is all 
but eternal. The progress of the world 
has ever been due to those iron characters 
that have hurled themselves against the 
seeming inevitable. They died without 
reaching the promised land, but born 
within their souls was a promised land 
even more sublime and glorious than the 
outward one they sought. There is never 
waste of time in opposing wrong... No 
flower ever wastes its fragrance on the 
desert air. It fulfills its mission in shed- 
ding its aroma. Constructionists are 
needed. But all construction presupposes 
destruction. The prophet of fierce jere- 
miads and philippics paves the way for 
the statesman and preacher. “Repentance” 
is a necessary cry before “Peace” can be 
chanted by angel voices. The world’s up- 
lift is accomplished by the sword and the 
trowel. Sin and righteousness never court 
each other: they never exchange smiles. 
The age of the fiery denouncer is not past. 
He will reappear in the fullness of time. 
He will find plenty of material for his 
wrath and indignation. The saloon still 
prosecutes its nefarious business. Selfish- 


ness in its hydra-headed monstrosities 
stalks abroad. That these have always 
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been, when comes the twentieth century 
John the Baptist, will matter not to 
him. In the battle of Maagersfontein one 
lone Highlander walked upright to at- 
tack the unseen line of Boers. There was 
nothing possible but death, but the heoric 
beat within his breast; so if scarcely per- 
ceptible will be the contribution of any 
child of God to the sum of righteousness, 
nevertheless there has always been a 
remnant of the chosen people counting 
not the cost, but raising their voices for 
a regenerated society and dreaming of a 
promised deliverer. Vain dream? By no 
means. They have ever lifted the world 
to God. A revival of heroism is needed— 
a heroism daring, a heroism with an 
imagination, a heroism believing, a hero- 
ism of mammoth undertaking. 

The world will never be saved by a 
“pretty’’ Gospel. The aesthetic and the 
beautiful are right in their place, but in 
warfare it requires courage and rugged- 
ness. The dictum of Tertullian, referring 
to theological doctrine, “Certain, though 
impossible,” ought to be changed to refer 
to moral and righteous undertakings, and 
read, “Good, though impossible.” But 
the “good” will never be wholly impos- 
sible; never be totally unrewarded. The 
bread cast upon the waters returns even 
though after many days. “Be a hero in 
thy strife.” Live not for the popular and 
transient, but for the noble and eternal. 
God never had greater need of men of 
courage, conviction and intelligence. 


THE MODERN DANCE. 

One of the most difficult and delicate 
problems of proper regulation is the as- 
sociation together of the two sexes. Deep 
implanted in each is a marked regard 
and inclination for the other. In this 
mutual feeling of sympathy are found the 
origin of the home. Here too we find 
the material for the novel and the drama, 
and the pristine love, out of which grow 
the gossipings and scandals of the news- 
papers. No subject of greater concern 
can claim the attention of parents, teach- 
ers, preachers, and all who love the safe- 
guarding of the home and religious life. 
We wonder if not too often a feeling 
of reserve does not hamper instruction 
upon this important matter. 

The modern dance is very popular with 
great throngs of young people. It appeals 
to the “rhythm” within the soul. But not 
in this lies the reason for its great popu- 
larity, rather in the “rhythmical asso- 
ciation” of men and women. One of the 
reputable Chicago dailies publishes in its 
Sunday edition an illustrated article on 
“The Correct Positions in Dancing.”” From 
it we learn that the incorrect positions 
are quite as common as the correct. 
One is said to be bad, but very common. 
The professor who writes the article 
thinks if everybody danced properly that 
there would not be much heard about the 
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impropriety of waltzing, but the expres- 
sion “‘very common” does not give much 
hope. There seem to be a good many 
innuendos whispered on the floors of the 
dancing halls regarding couples that do 
not dance “correctly.” The writer was 
raised to view life as earnest and taught 
to occupy his moments in reading and 
learning; spending his recreation in 
profitable and not questionable amuse- 
ments. That he never attended a ball 
or a dance of any kind is not a matter 
of regret with him, rather a matter of ex- 
ultation. He has talked with some good 
people who say it is a healthy, and in- 
nocent pleasure; others have told him 
that they had discarded it, believing it 
wrong and conducive to great evils. We 
fear the latter is too true. “To the pure 
all things are pure.” We have no doubt 
to many the dance is simply an exhilarat- 
ing delight, but not to all. Life is short. 
there is much to do. 
The Master calls for reapers, 
And shall he call in vain? 
Shall sheaves lie there ungathered 
And waste upon the plain? 


IS MR. CARNEGIE RIGHT ? 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie has recently said 
that poverty is a blessing. For this he 
has been very severely criticised. Per- 
haps he would have been as severely 
criticised had he saié it is a curse, It 
is very difficult for men like Mr. Car- 
negie to say anything on such a subject 
without receiving adverse criticism. 

But looking at the matter from the 
Christian standpoint, what shall we say 
of Mr. C.’s proposition? Now, the words 
poverty and poor are, like many other 
words, variable in their use. Persons 
who would be called poor in New York 
City might be considered well off in 
many rural communities. Again, when 
we read the Bible we are not dealing with 
precisely the same idea wherever the 
words poor or poverty occur; for there 
are a number of different original words 
translated “poor,” “poverty,” ete. 

There is a kind of poverty that is with- 
out question a curse. It is that kind 
which comes upon the lazy, the shift- 
less, the dissatisfied the improvident and 
all of that large class of human beings 
who constantly violate the laws of right 
living. The curse of their poverty is 
plain; and it curses not alone themselves, 
but their fellow-men as well. Evident- 
ly Mr. Carnegie did not mean such as 
these. 

What did Jesus say on the _ subject? 
Speaking of a certain class of the poor 
he spoke after this manner: “Blessed 
are the poor in spirit,” “The poor have 
the Gospel preached unjgo them,” “Sell 
that thou hast and give to the poor,” 
“Give to the poor and thou shalt have 
treasure in Heaven,” “Blessed be ye poor, 
for yours is the Kingdom of Heaven,” 
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“When thou makest a feast call the poor.”’ 


The apostles spoke like this: “Hath not 
God chosen the poor of this world, rich 
in faith, and heirs of the kingdom which 
He hath promised to them that love 
Him?” 
to a very different class of people from 
These 


These references to the poor are 


the wicked poor above mentioned. 
Scriptures refer to the self-respecting 
God-fearing class who have always made 
up, in such large measure, the church of 
God. Everybody that knows the Scrip- 
tures knows that they are full of the very 
tenderest of solicitude for the protection 
of God's unfortunate children. Especially 
is this true concerning the widow and her 
little ones. Burns caught this same spirit 
and put it into form in his immortal 
“Cotter’s Saturday Night.” Throughout 
the history of the church her greatest 
glory has been written in 

rhe short and simple annals of the 

poor.” 

Now with these in mind we must con- 
clude that poverty has been a blessing. 
These humble trusting children of faith 
have no doubt gotten closer to God 
than the rich and mighty. 
felt the chastening power of adversity. 
Many of the men who have risen up to 
wield the power of truth “To walk the 
world and bless it,’ would never have 


They have 


known how to interpret the heart-throb 
of humanity but for the experiences of 
poverty in their early life. 

This sounds strange to ears that are 
being dimmed from morning till night 
with the doctrine that the chief end and 
blessedness of man is to get money. But 
it is time. God will vindicate its truth 
as He has done a thousand times. He 
will yet show plainly to this mammon- 
smitten generation that poverty endured 
with intelligent faith and contentment is 
a blessing. 

Mr. Carnegie may not have meant all 
this when he was talking to a lot of rich 
men on this subject; but Jesus Christ 
meant it, and much more, that human 
words cannot utter, when he spoke the 


sermon on the mount.

COMMENT. 

Lord Roseberry’s arraignment of the 
dilitoriness of the government in prepar- 
ing for the war and its apparent want of 
imagination in grasping the present sit- 
vation will probably be the means of 
bringing him into the premiership in no 
distant day. 

The Queen's speech is generally regard- 
ed as not in keeping with the momentous 
problems that are confronting the empire. 
Neither Salisbury nor Balfour rose to the 
occasion, Parliamentary Secretary Wynd- 
ham somewhat restored confidence in the 
government in clearly showing that Eng- 
land had an army of vast power in South 
Africa. Neither side criticised the gener- 
als. The Irish are taking advantage of 
the unsettled public opinion to forge un- 
ion among their ranks, and the hostile 
continental countries are seeking to make 
capital out of Great Britain’s misfortunes. 

At this writing the debate on the 
amendment to the speech from the throne 
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continues. Mr. Harcourt and Mr. Cham- 
berlain spoke on Monday. Mr. Chamber- 
lain said if inadequate preparations for 
the war had been made it was only be- 
cause the government had hoped for 
peace. He said in a few weeks England 
would have an army of 200,000 well- 
equipped troops in South Africa. 


The awfulness of war impresses itself 
upon one when he reads the accounts of 
such battles at Spion Kop, Modder River 
and Magersfontien. These are the first 
great battles, if they can be called such, 
concerning which many people in middle 
life have read fully. Great heroism was 
shown on both sides, but was it not hero- 
ism wasted? General Warren is an ardent 
Christian, as is Mr. Krueger. These men 
would never come to blows in private bus- 
iness, but such is war that they find them- 
selves pitted against each other. And so 
with all the other soldiers. Both claim 
tou be fighting for the freedom of the op- 
pressed. Each thinks God is with his 
side. 

General Buller, after being forced to re- 
treat across the Tugela, is reported to be 
preparing for another attempt to reach 
Ladysmith. But a_ strict embargo is 
placed on all news, and although columns 
of war news are still published they con- 


tain nothing but rumors. 


The contention that America is hysteri- 
cal and that the worst elements control 
in the country’s politics has been further 
substantiated in the recent deplorable 
happenings in Kentucky. It is scarcely 
possible to imagine a more disgraceful 
occurence in our country’s political life. 
Mr. Goebel dead; the militia in charge of 
the capitol and chasing the Democratic 
legislators like schoolboys; the meeting 
of the legislature called to convene in 
London, an obscure village; each of two 
men claiming to be governor. Such a 
state of anarchy would bring reproach up- 
on Spain. This, too, in a state that con- 
tains proportionately as many intelligent 
and noble people as any state in the Un- 
ion. Surely the better citizens allow the 
baser element to rule, rather to ruin. 

The only safeguard is in deepening the 
respect for law, and insisting for an un- 
swerving obedience to its letter and spir- 
it. Every effort ought to be made to rig- 
idly punish any man or set of men who 
passionately takes the law in his or their 
own hands. 


The French government seems to be 
hostile to Catholic orders and wishes to 
carry secularization to its extreme limit. 
Recently a number of the Assumptionist 
Fathers, a small ascetic order that has 
taken somewhat active interest in the po- 
litical affairs of France, were arrested at 
the instigation of the government and 
fined on the pretext of associating togeth- 
er without the sanction of the govern- 
ment. The order was dissolved by the de- 
gree of the republic. If a general opposi- 
tion to the Catholic orders be undertaken 
there will be breakers ahead, and _ the 
Pater on the Tiber will doubtless throw 
his influence to Germany as opposed to 
France.

The venture of the Rev. Dr. Sheldon im 
assuming the editorial management of the 
Topeka Capital for a week is receiving 
widespread attention. No similar under- 
taking has ever been so freely advertised. 
This is because Mr. Sheldon’s books have 
proved to be so enormously popular, being 
read by millions of people in all parts of 
the earth. No book has had as large a 
sale in this country since “Uncle Tom's 
Cabin” had its phenomenal run. That 
this is so speaks well for the intentions of 
the people. They are anxious to know 
what Jesus would do; but it does not 
speak so well for the intellectuality of the 
masses, for many books have been pro- 
duced superior in ethics, more literary in 
form and richer in thought that have had 
a very limited sale. The book, “In His 
Steps, or What Would Jesus Do?” was re- 
lected by a leading publisher of Chicago, 
and no doubt many other publishers 
would have done the same. Its literary 
merits are not great, yet it contains a 
ringing message concerning the applica- 
tion of Christian principles to every part 
of life. Mr. Sheldon is a man whose con- 
victions have been formed by practical 
contact with the mighty problems of the 
working classes and a close study of the 
moral or immoral infiuences of modern 
institutions. 


He considers the daily paper, with its 
columns of crime, its unauthenticated 
statements, its love of the spectacular and 
all its attendant evils as exerting a bane- 
ful influence upon society. He purposes 
to present a model paper. 

The chief good that will come from this 
sensational effort besides rewarding the 
proprietor of The Capital, will be the good 
that always results from agitation. Any 
thing to get the people to think! They 
get so accustomed to wretchedness and 
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evil of every sort that they require an oc- 
casional theological or social lyddite shell 
to stimulate them to thought, and hence 
to a desire for something better. 





We can usually count on the world 
keeping pace with the church when it 
comes to attracting the gaze of the crowd. 
So now comes the editor of the Atchison 
Globe, Mr. Howe, proposing to write a se- 
ries of articles for another Topeka daily, 
in which articles he will tell ministers 
how and what they ought to preach. 

Certainly there are no more. potent 
forces than the pulpit and press. Too of- 
ten the one is used simply to proclaim the 
lifeless and empty doctrines that tickle 
the fancy, and which leave the congrega- 
tion benignly contented with itself; while 
toc often the other is run in the interest 
of the mammon of unrighteousness. If 
spasmodic efforts will help to raise the 
tone of either or both we shall encourage 
the spasmodic method. 

Dr. Sheldon takes no pleasure in walk- 
ing in the beaten path if that path be not 
the straight and narrow one. He throws 
conventionality to the winds. He simply 
seeks moral results, caring not whether 
they come in the prescribed and custom- 
ary way or not. This is seen in his atti- 
tude towards the dramatization for the 
theater of “In His Steps.”” Regarding this 
he is reported to have said: 

“Many playwrights have written to me 
asking my authorization for dramatizing 
the book. I have considered their requests 
seriously because in almost every instance 
it was coupled with a mercenary motive 
the object being to make money. I would 
like to see ‘In His Steps’ presented on the 
stage. I think a great deal of the moral 
effect of the theater on human nature. 
But such a play, to influence others in the 
line I would see them influenced, should 
be presented by persons who could act 
their parts imbued with the true spirit of 
Christianity, the spirit which I have 
sought to bring out. In other words, be- 
fore being good actors I would like to see 
them good Christians.” 

If Mr. Sheldon could succeed in having 
the actors of a prominent company Chris- 
tians indeed the influence for good would 
be even more far-reaching than the book 
“In His Steps” and all the rest of his 
works have been.

Madison C. Peters has decided to leave 
the Reform Church and accordingly has 
resigned the pastorate of the large 
church in New York, to which he has 
ministered for a number of years. He 
goes to the Baptist denomination. 

He takes this step after long and 
prayerful consideration; because he has 
come to believe that infants should not be 
baptized, but believers only. Infant bap- 
tism is becoming unpopular in many 
pedo-Baptist quarters. Some are ad- 
vocating the substitution of a consecra- 
tion service. This will be but a step to- 
ward the final abolishment of a ceremony 
Christ never intended his disciples to in- 
stitute. 

Some of our friends were fearful that a 
change of name might cause many of the 
old subscribers to feel as if an old friend 
had departed when The Oracle became 
The Christian Century, and would regard 
the paper with the new name as a 
stranger.

THE CHRISTIAN LIFE. 


UNREALITY IN RELIGION. 

When a great man dies it should be our 
endeavor to find the controlling purpose 
of his life, to feel for that motive to which 
all his acts and words can be reduced as 
to a common denominator. If he was a 
great man indeed there can be no doubt 
that there will be some silver threads 
running through his career to give unity 
to his life. In the life of the great Rus- 
kin we have not far to seek for this main 
current. His intellect, having been a 
smoking flax for more than half a decade, 
was quenched by death but a few days 
ago. He was a critic of art. He wrote of 
politics and sociology. He led young 
minds into the temples of architecture and 
literature. But though he worked in so 
many fields he had but one Gospel, and 
that plea for reality. The one ever re- 
curring “motif” which sounded through 
all the “variations” in his criticisms and 
teachings was that life and art must be 
real. Mere adornment he despised. With 
a glance his sensitive soul detected the 
artificial, the affected, the show. He call- 
ed Turner the only great landscape paint- 
er that bad yet lived because he did more 
than draw the lines of nature, he caught 
the soul of nature and made his picture 
real. Architecture he defined as “adorned 
construction.” It was wicked to hide the 
real method of a building’s construction 
by sham ornamentation. Entering the 
field of politics he charged that our sys- 
tem of government is mechanical, furnish- 
ing only the trappings of the social life 
and giving no heed to the souls of men. 
He declared that education which was 
sought simply for the purpose of getting 
old with it or outshining others in society 
with it, was “an advancement toward 
death.” He plead for real culture. In 
character also, and in religion he scorned 
that “dramatic Christianity of the organ 
and aisle” which chants hymns “through 
traceried windows for background effect,” 
and made a passionate appeal for “‘a piece 
of common Christian righteousness in 
plain English word or deed.” 

With Ruskin right living was the finest 
of the arts. If it was an art to build a 
cathedral it was a much grander art and 
more difficult to build a character. 

Do we not need the message of this 
prophet to-day? Look honestly into your 
own heart. Are you not struck with the 
unreality of much of your pretension in 
the religious life? I do not mean that you 
attempt deliberately to deceive other peo- 
ple into believing you are pious when you 
are not, but do you not deceive yourself? 
Is not much that passes for religion and 
piety a mere mechanical habit with you 
into which your thought and aspiration 
do not enter? You may be what is called 
an earnest church worker. You may rob 
your children and your home of time and 
energy which you give to the church. You 
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attend all the social and commercial func- 
tions of the church and work hard to 
make them a success. Did you ever stop 
and analyze your motive for doing these 
things? Is it because you love God and 
are anxious to see His church advance be- 
fore all things? Or is it simply a habit 
which you follow like an automaton? If 
it is the latter I fear that you deceive 
yourself if you think there is any virtue in 
your devotion. 


This tendency toward unconscious habit 
in the spiritual life is the greatest danger 
that must be met by those who have come 
out of a Christian environment into the 
church. They have never been outbreak- 
ing sinners. Their record is externally 
spotless. The act of coming into the 
church was hardly more than a form with 
them because they had been trained in a 
Christian atmosphere to love the good 
ind hate the evil. Having had no search- 
ing experience with sin there is danger 
that their consciousness of right doing 
shall lack in vividness. Of course I do 
not think that this vividness of spiritual 
experience is to be sought by living a sin- 
ful life and then reforming, but I do insist 
that an effort of heart and will must be 
constantly put forth by those who have 
been best trained in Christian things to 
maintain the reality and genuineness of 
their worship and morality.

When you read the Bible, do you not 
fall into this mechanical habit? Perhaps 
vou belong to the Christian Endeavor So- 
iety. You have pledged to read the Bible 
every day Often, pressed for time, you 
have taken up the

iway and for your life you could not tell 
fifteen minutes afterward what you had 
read, But you thought there some 
virtue in simply reading the Bible. Yet it 
was all “words, words” to you and you got 
no message from God out of it. That is 
dangerous. It is dangerous because it will 
lead you to mere perfunctoriness of Bible 
reading and will make it difficult to ever 
put your mind upon the task. It forms 
that mechanical habit which is ungenuine 
and insincere.

Similarly it is quite easy for you to stifle 
conscience with an unfeeling prayer. You 


have been taught to pray once at least 
daily. The habit of kneeling is a part 
of you. If you retired having omitted the 


evening devotion, your conscience would 
sting painfully. Yet how unreal are many 
of our prayers! With all this form of de- 
votion how little content of real spiritual 
energy and aspiration! We think we are 
pious. Our conscience is deceived into 
acquiescence by the mere form of prayer. 
We would not for the world play the 
hypocrite before men, but here in the 
privacy of our own “closet” we are de- 
ceiving our own selves. Prayer is not 
simply to repeat the words of the Lord's 
prayer over and over (though this may be 
prayer), nor is it to say words of our own 
either. To be acceptable to God and profit- 
able to us it must cost us some energy of 
heart and will. Prayer is the supremest 
act in wich the soul of man can engage 
And it is the most difficult task which can 
be set before man’s spirit. All the facul- 
ties must bow with the knees. The intel 
lect must bend, the will must be fastened 
“with golden chains about the feet of 
God” and all the energies of love must be 
poured out toward the heart of God. If 
the imagination leaps and vaults in the 
presence of some earth's event or in con- 
templation of the stars, when man would 





find God in prayer this faculty must break 
all fetters and wing the soul into the very 
presence of the Father. Not to conceive 
the bigness of the act of prayer surely 
weakens our ability to pray at all. To race 
through a few stereotyped expressions 
which we have heard from. others or 
which we ourselves formulated and have 
used for long time—expressions which 
may not fit our present need at all—and 
call it prayer is to insult God and to in- 
jure our own souls. Let prayer be real 
and genuine, not formal and artificial.

It seems to the writer that 
a preacher who does not preach often 
on “systematic giving’ as a power in 
the Kingdom of God is not preaching 
the whole Gospel, and a minister who 
does not know as much about church 
finance as the laymen of his congrega- 
tion isn’t prepared to lead in practical 
Christian work. 

Chureh work in all of its departments 
is the minister's specialty. The finan- 
cial question is one of the most vital in 
the whole church and should receive his 
tactful and careful attention. The 
work should seemingly and in reality 
be done entirely by others, but he is 
the one to see that it is done wisely

Financial Methods. 

In the church at Springfield there are 
three separate financial budgets for the 
year 

The current expense fund, the mission- 
ary fund, the charity fund The first 
is taken up in January and rounded up 
in December, the second in March and 
September and the third in October. Each 
canvass is prosecuted until all the re- 
turns are in. 





This is the time of year when the can- 
vass for current expenses is on. Our rule 
is that every one ought to help or be 
helped. Every family in the church is 
addressed through the mail about the 
year’s finances. This letter sent out con- 
tains a carefully and kindly worded ap- 
peal with a statement of the financial 
needs. It includes an apportionment and 
a pledge card for each member of the 
family and a financial exhibit. The finan- 
cial exhibit is preferred by this word 
from the finance committee. “We have 
been frequently asked where the money 
for the church comes from and where 
it goes, the finance committee hands you 
herewith an exhibit showing receipts and 
disbursements for the year 1899.” Then 
follow the names of persons who have 
contributed during the past year and the 
amounts they have given. No document 
is more eagerly perused by all than this. 
It educates the congregation on the 
finance question. It shows some men how 
little they have been giving to the 
church, for they never dreamed it was so 
little until they saw it in print. It en- 
courages those who have done well. Don’t 
condemn this plan until you have tried 
it. This year already twice as many 
pledge cards have come in as at any pre- 
vious year. The financial conscience is 
stimulated. 

Every person who asks for it is pro- 
vided with a neat little box suitable to 
hang up on the wall or dresser, contain- 
ing an envelope for each Sunday in the 
With an envelope always at hand.

change can be made out during’ the 
week, the name written on at conven- 
ience instead of trying to do so at church 
with no pencil at hand. This plan has 
resulted with us in thribling the num- 


ber of offerings received every first day 
of the week. We have very few arrear- 
ages at the end of the year. 

By the time the January canvass is 
well out of the way the missionary com- 
mittee begins its work. This work is not 
done on the first Sunday in March only, 
but all through March and April. We 
include the offering for all the mission- 
ary boards in one budget. Every family 
is addressed as before and an apportion- 
ment made for each one. The pledges are 
made payable monthly with the provis- 
ion that the entire amount is to be paid 
by the middle of September so as to be 
included in the current missionary year. 
The months of March, when this canvass 
begins and September when it is closed 
up, are the months for special mission- 
ary agitation and education. 

In October our charity fund is raised. 
We provide about two hundred and sev- 
enty-five ($275) a year for this purpose, 
part of which is provided by an endow- 
ment fund. 

It is undoubtedly best to make the 
financial appeals as few as possible so 
that the canvass may be made thorough- 
ly each time. Do all in the name of the 
Lord Jesus. Consecrated giving is one 
of the greatest means of grace in the 
church. 

We consider it our religious duty in 
raising money for the Lord’s work not 
to resort to any form of blackmail as 
many churches unwittingly do. Our week- 
ly leaflet is not published at the expense 
of the long suffering merchants of the 
city but at our own expense, without a 
line of advertising. We turn a deaf ear 
to all solicitors who offer to publish our 
church directory gratuitously, or supply 
our Sunday-school with song books free, 
“with a few advertisements on the fly 
leaf.” 

The church should be careful never to 
victimize the public by soliciting adver- 
tisements that everybody knows do not 
advertise, nor should she grant tacit per- 
mission to any one else to do so in her 
name.

WHO ARE IN CHRIST? 

Those in Christ are in the possession 
of happiness that is very precious. In 
disposition; in freedom from sin and con- 
demnation; im joyous prospects. they 
have much by which to be thankful. No- 
tice the following statements: “If any 
man be in Christ he is a new creature; 
the old things are passed away;  be- 
hold, all things have become new.” 
“There is now, therefore, no condemna- 
tion to those who are in Christ Jesus.” 
“And now, little children, abide in Him, 
that, when He shall appear, we may 
have confidenee, and not be ashamed be- 
fore Him at His coming.” 

First—To be free from condemnation 
much depends upon the condition of the 
heart. Those who have a hard and im- 
penitent heart are not free from con- 
demnation. Those who have “an _ evil 
heart of unbelief in departing from the 
living God” are not free from condem- 
nation. Those who put the Word of 
God from them; those who love dark- 
ness rather than light; those that hate 
the brethren are not free from condem- 
nation Only those whose hearts have 
been purified by faith and delivered from 
the power of darkness are free from 
condemnation. 

Second—To be free from condemnation 
much depends upon one’s life. He must 
not walk in darkness, He must walk not 
after the flesh but after the Spirit—the 
teachings of the Spirit. 

Third—To be free from condemnation 
one must not only be delivered from 
darkness but must be translated into the 
Kingdom of God's dear Son. In other 
words, he must be in Christ. This 
brings us to the answer of the question: 
“Who are in Christ?” In answering let 
us seek fullness of information. Let us 
not take one text to the exclusion of 
others. 

First—the Apostle Paul said: “Ye are 
all children of God by faith in Christ 
Jesus; for as many of you as have been 
baptized into Christ have put on Christ.” 
This is the way that Christ is put on. 
After Christ is put on how do we know 
that we continue to abide in him? What 
follows is addressed to those who have 
put Christ on by faith and baptism. 

Second—‘Hereby know we that we 
dwell in Him, and He in us, because He 
has given us of His spirit.” 

Third—“If we love one another, God 
dwelleth in us, and his love is _ per- 
fected in us.” As the children of God 
we are directed to love one another as 
Christ has loved us. “He that loveth not 
his brother abideth in death.” Is such a 
soul in Christ? 

Fourth—‘And he that keepeth His 
commandments dwelleth in Him, and He 
in him. And hereby we know that he 
abideth in us, by the Spirit which He 
hath given us.” The Spirit He has given 
us is the Spirit of love and obedience. 

Fifth—“‘Whosoever shall confess that 

Jesus is the Son of God, God dwelleth in 
him, and he in God.” This confession is 
made by our lips and the manner in 
which we live. 

Sixth—*Whoso keepth his word, in him 
verily is the love of God perfected; here- 
by know we that we are in Him.” How 
do we know that we are in Him? We 
know it because we are giving such 
attention to the teachings and com- 
mandments of Christ as to cause love to 
be perfected in our hearts. We have 
consciousness that we love Christ and 
are maintaining faithfulness to Him. 
Those lacking the spirit of devotion to 
Christ’s teachings and His command- 
ments are wanting in the evidence that 
they are in Christ.

DEDICATION AT HOOPESTON, ILL 


The Church of Christ at Hoopeston now 
meets in one of the most beautiful and 
commodious buildings owned by our peo- 
ple in Illinois. Sunday, January 28th, 
Was set apart as the day on which they 
would occupy it for the first time and 
set it apart with high and solemn joy to 
the services of God. 

Hon. Z. T. Sweeney of Columbus, Ind., 
and J. H. Hardin, president of Eureka 
College, were invited to conduct the ser- 
vices of the day. President Hardin spoke 
in the forenoon and conducted the secur- 
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rectly face the pulpit. At the north end 
is the class room, or Sunday-school room, 
40x50, with a capacious gallery across the 
north end, 

This room is connected with or separ- 
ated from the main room by large slid- 
ing doors, and when both are thrown to- 
gether they form one large audience room 
50x90, which, with the gallery, have a 
seating capacity of 1,200 persons. On this 
floor are two robing rooms for use in 
connection with the baptistry, pastor's 
study and the choir and organ gallery. 
The whole is finished in oak and beau- 
tifully frescoed, and presents a rich and 
handsome appearance. 

The basement is of course the same 
size as the superstructure and is divid- 
ed into a reception room, dining room, 
kitchen, furnace and coal room and two 
toilet rooms, all of which are large and 
well lighted. The entire building is heat- 
ed by steam and lighted by electricity. 

rhe windows are very beautiful. In 
the front gable is a rose window of art 
glass, twelve feet in diameter, donated 
by the Women’s Mission Society of the 
church. The immense window on the 
west is also of art glass, twelve feet 
wide and twenty-four feet high, paid for 
by contributions by commercial travelers 
who come to Hoopeston, 

It is flanked on either side by very 
beautiful memorial windows in art glass, 
each twelve by five feet in size. One 
was given by Dale Wallace as a me- 
morial of his parents and the other by 
the Christian Endeavor Society of the 
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ing of pledges and Dr. Sweeney preached 
at night, and on Monday night he deliv- 
ered his lecture on “Going Up To Jeru- 
salem.” 

The congregation determined to ask for 
pledges to the amount of $6,000. At the 
close of the forenoon’ service pledges 
amounted to $6,400, and at the evening 
service $500 more was pledged. It was 
a day of great liberality and joy. Here 
is a good description of the building, 
clipped from The Hoopeston Daily 
Chronicle: 

The building is 64x90 feet in its ex- 
treme dimensions, and the main tower 
is about 50 feet high. The building is 
of brick with a slate roof, and the gen- 
eral design is very pleasing. The floor 
is six feet above the ground, and en- 
trance is effected by means of two flights 
of stone steps to the main entrance 
through the base of the tower and an- 
other flight to a vestibule under a side 
tower from which entrance may be had 
either to the main room, class room or 
the stairs leading to the gallery. The 
main room is 53x54 feet in size, with 
handsomely vaulted ceiling. The floor 
inclines toward the pulpit in the north- 
east corner and the pews are arranged 
in segments of circles so that all di- 


church. There are eight small windows 
in the front and four larger ones in the 
rear, given by the classes in the Sun- 
day-school. The impression created upon 
the beholder from either outside or in- 
side of the church is very pleasing. 

To Rev. R. H. Robertson is largely due 
the credit for this magnificent new church 
building. He began work almost as soon 
as he was installed pastor of the con- 
gregation to prepare them for the work 
so nobly completed, and the building is 
a monument to his energy and tact. He 
was ably assisted by Rev. Simon Rohrer, 
formerly pastor of the congregation, and 
they both should, and doubtless do, feel 
thankful for the success of their ef- 
forts. 

Hoopeston is one of the prettiest little 
cities in the West. It has miles of brick 
paved streets, granitoid sidewalks, water 
works, a college, splendid public schools, 
and three or four church buildings like 
the one described above, but has never 
had a saloon.

He gives us quite a series of first things; 


the first testimony of John (I: 19-34), the 
first disciples (1: 35-51), the first miracle 
(2: 1-11), the first residence at Caper- 
naum (2: 12), the first passover of Jesus’ 
ministry (2: 13), the first cleansing of the 
temple (2: 14-22) and his first discourse,

less jewels The pupil was a learned 
Rabbi, but he did not understand the 
spiritual kingdom which Christ came to 
establish.

PRAYER MEETING. 


‘THE DUTY OF THE CHURCH TO THE 
YOUNG. 
The Master's Blessing. 

“There were there brought unto Him 
little children, that He should put His 
hands on them, and pray, and the disci- 
ples rebuked them. But Jesus said, ‘Suf- 
fer little children, and forbid them not to 
come unto Me, for of such is the King- 
dom of Heaven.’ And He laid His hands 
on them, and departed hence.” 

Dear to all our hearts are these words 
of the Master. They linger like sweet 
fragrance in the memories of man—kind 
wherever their blessed meaning has found 
room in the increase reverence and regard 
for childhood, wherever the Gospel has 
gone. They are the Master's revelation 
of the beauty and peculiar blessedness of 
childhood, and of His attitude toward 
them, as of the attitude the church should 


hold toward the young. 

But the church has been slow in this, 
as in many other matters, to learn the 
will of Christ. It seems incredible, al- 
most, that the disciples should thus re- 
buke them who sought to bring little 


children to the Savior. Yet this has been 
something of the attitude of the church 
for centuries, until recent times. The 
Sunday-school is but little more than a 
hundred years old in its development. 
With all its appliances of recent years it 
is far from perfect in its provisions for 
the teaching and moral and religious 
training of the children. The church has 
not yet, as the Master gave us example, 
taken little children into its arms. Love 
must lay hands of blessing upon them. 
Too much of so-called teaching is a mis- 
erable makeshift, where love and its pa- 
tience and tact and perseverance are sad- 
ly lacking. The Young People’s Society 
of Christian Endeavor is not yet twenty 
years old in its organized form. Indeed 
the spirit of this modern movement is 
of recent birth. The church for almost 
eighteen centuries seemed strangely ob- 
livious to its obligations to childhood 
and youth. It is marvelous to me. 

It has been said that this century is 
remarkable for its discovery of child- 
hood. This fact finds illustration in the 
development of popular education, espe- 
cially in the matter of primary teaching 
and methods. The S. S. and the Y. P. 
Ss. C. E. movement are further indica- 
tions of this modern discovery of the 
child and the recognition of the value of 
youth. 

An Unfortunate Shifting. 

In the meantime there has been an un- 
fortunate shifting of responsibility from 
the home to the school. Home teaching, 
especially in things religious, appears to 
have become almost a thing of the past. 
With the general disuse of the catechism 
has come a neglect of the religious home. 
teaching of the children, even in those 
families where the truths of Christianity 
are sincerely held. The old cut and dried 
formulas found in the various longer and 
shorter catechisms were ill adapted, no. 
doubt, to the child mind; but as yet 
there seems to be found no substitute. 
What is known as the home department 
of the Sunday-school offers helpful and 
hopeful possibilities along the line of 
home teaching. I think the home depart- 
ment may be very wisely extended in its 
scope. It is greatly needed in that large 
number of families which do not attend 
Sunday-school. 

What is called the “Graded System,” in- 
troduced by the Standard Publishing 
Company, ought to be extended to all 
our schools. It would be a_ splendid 
thing if put in proper form for use in 
the homes of the people. Something of 





this sort is needed. Its simplicity and 
*Matt. 19: 13-14; John 21:1-17, Feb.

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entire scripturalness ought to commend 
it to all lovers of the primitive faith, in 
the home, Sunday-school and church. In 
no better way could we obey the Mas- 
ter’s injunction to Simon Peter—*Feed 
my lambs,” “Feed my sheep.” Thus the 
Lord tested Peter’s love. And so would 
He test us. To feed them and lead them 
is the second part of Christ’s great com- 
mission and of the church's mission in 
the world. Duty and the divine love call 
us to holy task and high destiny.

SEEK FIRST KINGDOM OF GOD. 


*Matt. 13: 44-45. 
The best things come after long and 
earnest seeking. When they are secured 


they are most highly prized and cherished 
because of other things immolated in ob- 
taining them. 

Growth comes unconsciously to the 
child without special effort while intel- 
lectual capacity is secured by strict at- 
tention to mental culture. Physical man- 
hood is not to be deplored but its utility 
is limited and it should not be sought 
alone to the neglect of the mental, moral, 
or spiritual. Many, were their physical 
strength to fail, would be public charges 
because of their disregard of other im- 
portant factors that enter into their com- 
plete development. Alexander H. Steph- 
ens, though compelled to have a_ body 
servant, Was a giant in mental vigor to 
the last. Paul preached the Gospel “in 
weakness of the flesh,”’ yet at the last he 
could say in that exhilarating earnestness 
that characterized him throughout: “I 
have fought the good fight, I have fin- 
ished the course, I have kept the faith.” 

In considering directly our subject, we 
remember that Jesus did not say simply, 


“Seek the Kingdom of God,” but “Seek ye 
first the Kingdom of God.” 

“We are too much led by our passions 
and too solicitous for transitory things.” 


is Christ condemns in His emphasis of 
the thing to be sought in preference to 
all others. 

The apostles were perfect in the ratio 
of their relinquishment of their hold on 
earthly goods. Paul was still an apostle 


when the time for him to depart out of 
this life came because he could say all 
along the way: “Lord, what wilt thou 
have me to do? He sought to do the will 
of the Lord rather than to please him- 
self, as is attested by his own words, “I 


die daily,’ and “am crucified with Christ.” 
Judas was the repudiation of submissive- 
ness. He coveted every man’s silver. He 
complained that the costly ointment was 
not sold—to his own selfish profit. He con- 
fided in his own wisdom, which was that 


of men. He sought, first, the kingdom of 
this world, prompted by its spirit, and 
at the end of his temporal existence “went 
to his own place.” 

In seeking “the Kingdom of God.” there 
is the joy that comes of the pursuit after 
something we know we shall possess, and 


the ecstasy that is ours in its possession 
for “the Kingdom of God is within

The 
Kingdom of God has Christ for its King 
and center.

Though in 
the form of God, he became a servant. 


Having the Christ uppermost in our hearts 


we cannot overlook His interest in men 
whom He came to save. As His servants 
our chief duty in seeking the Kingdom 
lies in our seeking men to enlist them in 
that Kingdom. “As you have done this 
to any the least of these, my brethren, 
you have done it to Me.” 

The Kingdom of God to them of little 
faith is of small dimensions, “but he that 








believeth that Jesus is the Son of God” 
sees it, the tiny mustard seed grown to be 
a tree in which the birds of the air take 
shelter.

OHIO LETTER. 

Ohio has many curious things besides 
George B. Cox and Mark Hanna.

It is a species of infidelity 
that is all too apparent in the church 
and among some ministers. It is open 
disloyalty to the Book of books, and the 
Lord of Heaven. It is a striving after 
wind. It may be safely said that those 
people do not know the A B C of the 
word of God. But if this is necessary to 
get the adults to the Sunday school, why 
stop there? Some adults will not come 
even for that. Why cater to these people 
any more than to the fellow who would 
rather go to a poolroom or billard hall 
than to study the Bible? Why not havea 
class in pool playing? Why not in base- 
ball? Why not study the horse race? 
Oh, you say, you are making a fool of 
yourself now. Am I? Is this not the 
logic of it? “Logic is logic!’ But this 
is enough. The editor may tell the rest 
next week. Imagine such a thing in one 
of our Sunday schools if you can!

It 
is not logic, reason or common sense that 
I should have a saloon in my ward, and 
perchance near my boy, simply because 
we can’t drive them entirely out of the 
state. Often people have more sentiment 
than sense. By and by they will all be 
driven out. Christ shall reign till he has 
put all enemies under his feet. The de- 
cree has gone forth from Heaven. It shall 
be so.
